has put off a decision to bring in 
a “cumulative impact policy” 
which will make it more difficult 
for clubs and pubs to get licences 
until the early hours of the 
morning. 

Councillors have already asked 
for more information about how 
such a policy would work and 
what effect it is having in towns 
which have already brought in 
the tighter rules. 

But the issue was due to be dis¬ 
cussed again today at a meeting 
of the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee. 

Coun Robin Millar, who chairs 


the committee, said: “I under¬ 
stand the residents’ concerns. I 
have been pushing for this for 
the past four years. 

“The responsibility lies with 
the licence holders who should 
control the behaviour of their 
patrons - not only on their 
premises, but outside as well. 

“We have the power to do that, 
we just need to work with the 
police to enforce the rules.” 

Residents have complained 
that the police have ignored 
problems in side streets where 
revellers’ cars are parked on 
double yellow lines and drunks 
are regularly seen asleep in their 
vehicles. 

One resident said in a letter to 
the council that her partner’s car 


had been vandalised three times. 

Shop owner Diane Stannard 
said: “I have lived in this area for 
over 10 years and am aware of 
how much the character of the 
town has altered in that time. 

“It seems to be a place that 
promotes itself increasingly as a 
haven for late night revellers - 
drunks and drug addicts - many 
of whom do not live here, but 
come here to abuse the town.” 

She said residents were left to 
pay the cost of policing and 
clearing up the mess. 

Another resident’s letter to the 
council said that people avoided 
the High Street on weekend 
evenings “for fear of being 
abused and assaulted.”

Anne back to open 
animal health labs 


THE Princess Royal made a 
return to laboratories she 
originally opened in 1969 to 
officially open a £1.1 million 
refurbishment. 

She spoke of a “slight element 
of deja vu” when she unveiled 
the plaque outside the building 
at the Animal Health Trust’s 
headquarters at Kentford, near 
Newmarket. 

She said: “It was in urgent need 
of renovation. 

“I don’t want any clever remarks 
about the person reopening it 
also being in need of 
renovation.” 

The Princess, 57, is president of 
the trust and had opened the 
laboratories as one of her first 
public duties. 

She helped to raise some of the 
money for the work on the 
building through her industry 
committee. 

The trust, which has the Queen 
as its patron, receives no direct 
Government funding for its work 
with horses, dogs and cats. 

The laboratories employ 80 of 
the trust’s 230 staff to carry out 
world-leading research into 
animal diseases and disorders. 
The Princess, who was shown 
around by the trust’s chief 
executive, Dr Peter Webbon, 


said the laboratories helped 
advancements in veterinary 
science to improve the welfare 
of “companion animals.” 

The new facilities were needed 
to support “exceptional 
individuals who make the 
science possible”. 

She thanked all the sponsors 
who had helped pay for the 
work done during the past 10 
months. 

The Princess arrived at the trust 
by helicopter and spent the 
morning in meetings before 
carrying out the official opening 
ceremony. 

She later visited the Injured 
Jockeys Fund’s headquarters 
on Newmarket’s Studlands Park 
industrial estate.

MP calls for inquiry 
into elderly deaths 


WINTER deaths among the 
elderly have risen by a 
“horrendous” 30 per cent, 
says an MP who is calling 
for urgent action. 

As temperatures dipped over¬ 
night this week to minus 2C (28F), 
West Suffolk MP Richard Spring 
has called for an inquiry to pre¬ 
vent hundreds of people dying in 
Suffolk because of the cold this 
winter. 

In the year 2005-06, 350 more 
people died during the winter 
months than in the summer or 
autumn, up from 270 in 2003-04, 
but down from an even bigger 
high of 440 in 2004-05. 

Mr Spring was “horrified” at 
the “dreadful” death toll and has 
written to Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust demanding an investi-

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gation. He told the Weekly News : 
“These figures are horrendous, 
and the worry is that it’s the 
policy of the Government for 
more care in the community But 
as any GP will tell you, there are 
not enough resources for that. 

“I am very concerned that the 
support structure is just not there 
and we will see more elderly 
people dying unnecessarily this 
winter. 

“The situation in Suffolk is 
dreadful for elderly people who 
are the most vulnerable. 

“There are a lot fewer bed 
spaces in hospitals or care homes. 
This is contributing to the 
increase in excess winter deaths. 


It’s absolutely appalling.” The MP 
has written to the Trust calling 
for an immediate probe. 

He said: “None of the deaths 
occurred as a result of a winter 
influenza epidemic, which has not 
taken place for many years. 

“I would like an explanation as 
to how these deaths have risen to 
such a level in our county. 

“I am very disturbed about 
these figures because our pop¬ 
ulation is ageing at a time when 
the number of hospital beds in 
our area has been reduced. 

“Community nurses and social 
workers have told me that the 
provision of adequate community 
support is being stretched beyond 
endurance. In the circumstances, 
therefore, these figures make 
horrendous reading.”

Man brutally attacked 
fiancee ‘for no reason’ 


A BOOZED-UP lorry 
driver in a fit of horrific 
violence headbutted his 
fiancee in the face with 
such force during that he 
fractured her cheekbone 
and eye socket, a court 
has been told. 

The damage that brooding 
Jonathan Cahill inflicted on his 
partner of six years, Jasmine 
Wood, has left her with a 
permanent deformity to her face 
which is likely to need 
reconstructive surgery. 

Details of the drink-fuelled 
episode - carried out in front of 
Ms Wood’s 11-year-old daughter 
and which left its innocent

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victims in fear of what Cahill 
would do next - were given at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
this week when the 38-year-old 
admitted causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

The violence erupted after the 
three had been out to a pub and 
visiting friends on August 25 
during which time Ms Wood had 
downed about seven pints of 
lager and Cahill between eight 
or nine. 

When they returned to Ms 
Wood’s home at Silverley Way, 
Ashley, near Newmarket, she 
settled her daughter for the 


night then heard a loud banging 
noise coming from the main 
bedroom, Paul Brown, for the 
prosecution, told the court. 

Cahill, who had previously 
been sitting quietly downstairs, 
was smashing the lightswitch 
repeatedly for no apparent 
reason. Confronted by Ms Wood, 
and with her daughter crying in 
alarm in her room, Cahill 
grabbed the horrified woman by 
the throat, swung her onto the 
bed and began pummelling her 
nose. He then punched her face. 

Cahill, who lived with Ms 
Wood when he wasn’t long¬ 
distance truck driving, said 
nothing during the vicious 
attack, which was watched by 
Ms Wood’s daughter from the 


doorway. The child shouted: 
“Get off my mum.” 

Knocked backwards and 
bleeding from her nose and 
mouth from a savage head-butt, 
Ms Wood was dazed and dis¬ 
traught as her daughter got thro¬ 
ugh to police. Cahill meanwhile 
calmly sat down again, saying 
nothing. 

After his arrest, Cahill said he 
did not know why he hurt Ms 
Wood and could remember little 
of what he did. 

He was committed to the 
crown court for sentence and 
banned from contact with Ms 
Wood or going to her home. 
Meanwhile, Ms Wood has called 
off the engagement.

Boundaries 
extended in 
bird flu crisis 

BIRD flu restrictions have been 
extended to Newmarket following the 
confirmation of a second outbreak of 
the deadly H5N1 - more than 30 miles 
from the town. 

Restrictions on poultry movements 
were extended to cover the whole of 
Suffolk and much of Norfolk on 
Monday after the strain of bird flu was 
confirmed at a farm at Knettishall, near 
Diss, where a precautionary cull of 
turkeys had already taken place. 

Signs went up on roads around 
Newmarket and Mildenhall after Defra, 
the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, extended the zone on 
Monday. 

Poultry farmers within the restricted 
zone, which extends as far as Shippea 
Hill near Littleport, were warned to 
prevent contact with wild birds. 

They are also stopped from sending 
their birds, waste poultry litter, manure 
or slurry out of the zone. Birds can still 
be sent for slaughter within the zones 
covered by the restrictions. 

Restrictions also apply to wild game 
products which cannot move out of the 
zone and cannot be exported. 

Licences are needed for some 
movements of poultry and eggs. 

Fred Landeg, acting chief veterinary 
officer, said: “The laboratory test 
results highlight the importance of 
poultry keepers in the area being 
extremely vigilant. 

“It is essential they practice the 
highest levels of biosecurity and report 
any suspicions of disease to their local 
animal health office.”

Chief investigator admits questions 
were ‘inappropriate’ in Fallon case 


THE chief police invest¬ 
igator in the Kieren Fallon 
race-fixing trial has 
admitted he tried to get an 
expert to answer “inapp¬ 
ropriate” questions. 

But Acting Detective 
Inspector Mark Manning 
said he asked the questions 
to try to clear up points 
because of his lack of racing 
knowledge. 

He told the Old Bailey: “I 
do not want anyone to think 
because I stand in this 
witness box, I am an expert 
in horseracing -1 am not.” 

He said he had been trying 
to get clarification from 
Australian steward Ray 
Murrihy who had been ask¬ 
ed to view races and give an 


independent opinion on the 
events occurring in each. 

Mr Manning said to Mr 
Murrihy that it looked as 
though Fallon was waiting 
for someone to overtake him 
in his winning ride on 
Krynica in June 2004, the 
court heard. 

In cross-examination by 
the six-time champion 
jockey’s QC, John Kelsey- 
Fry, Acting Det Insp Man¬ 
ning said: “It was clearly an 
in appropriate comment 
which I should not have 
passed.” 

Of another winning race 
on Barking Mad in August 
2004, Acting Det Insp Man¬ 
ning said: “We are looking 
for any evidence to support 


that he is not riding to win.” 

He told the court: “Two 
years later, it does not look 
like the sort of question one 
should ask. 

“It does not look like an 
appropriate question.” 

The officer denied he had 
been trying to influence Mr 
Murrihy. He said: “Mr 
Murrihy is not a person who 
is easy to sway” 

The interview with Mr 
Murrihy in April 2005 was 
recorded by police and 
placed in evidence. 

Fallon and five others 
deny plotting to prevent 27 
horses from racing on their 
merits in order to lose so 
that gambler Miles Rodgers 
could win bets on races. 


Jockeys Fallon, 42, form¬ 
erly of Newmarket, but now 
of Tipperary, Ireland; Fergal 
Lynch, 29, of Borough- 
bridge, North Yorkshire; and 
Darren Williams, 29, of 
Leyburn, North Yorkshire; 
deny the conspiracy between 
December 2002 and August 
2004. 

Lynch’s brother, Shaun 
Lynch, 38, of Belfast; profes¬ 
sional gambler Miles Rod¬ 
gers, 38, of Silkstone, South 
Yorkshire; and barman 
Philip Sherkle, 42, of Tam- 
worth, Staffordshire, have 
also denied the charge. 
Rodgers also denies 
concealing the proceeds of 
crime. 

The case continues.

Eye eye ... who’s a 
lucky pooch then?

PIONEERING laser sur¬ 
gery has been used to 
save a dog’s sight. 

Jack Russell terrier Polly 
was in danger of becoming 
completely blind until experts 
at the Animal Health Trust, 
based near Newmarket, used a 
new technique to help her 
continue to see. 

Polly, who lives with her 
owner Muriel Bond in the 
village of Eye in Suffolk, had 
been having treatment at the 
trust since 2002 as a result of a 
condition called lens luxation - 
the displacement of the lens - 
in both eyes. 

One eye ultimately had to be 
removed. But the sight in the 
remaining eye has been saved 
by the use of a new form of 
laser surgery known as ECP 

The technique has already 
been successfully used on 
human patients with glau¬ 
coma, but Polly is thought to 
have been the first dog to have 
the treatment. 

It involves inserting a tiny 
endoscopic laser into the eye, 
which then burns away the 
fluid-producing areas and 
reduces eye pressure. 

Jane Sansom, head of op¬ 
hthalmology at the Trust, said: 
“We hope this innovative pro¬ 
cedure represents a major 
breakthrough in the treatment 
of canine glaucoma. 

“It gives you a really fan¬ 
tastic view inside the eye and, 


by using the image which is 
relayed onto a screen, you can 
be really precise with the 
positioning of the laser.” 

Although the Trust does not 
currently own the equipment 
necessary to undertake this 
technique, the company who 
supply it, Spectrum UK, based 
in Cheshire, loaned a system to 
the trust so that Polly could 
undergo the surgery. They also 
sent their own team to assist. 
Because this was the first time 
that the Trust’s experts had 
performed the surgery, Mr. 
Philip Bloom from Western Eye 
Hospital also attended to 
provide guidance and advice. 

Mrs Bond said: “I can’t be¬ 
lieve the lengths that the 
Animal Health Trust went to in 
order to save Polly’s sight. And 
it’s amazing that the company 


lent them the equipment and a 
human doctor was willing to 
help as well. She’s like a puppy 
again now that she’s no longer 
in pain. 

“I can’t thank the Animal 
Health Trust enough for 
everything they’ve done.” 

Polly, aged 13, was also lucky 
enough to have her treatment 
subsidised by the Animal 
Health Trust’s Deserving Cases 
Fund, a kitty into which trust 
ophthalmology staff donate 
their out of hours earnings to 
help pay for animals in vital 
need of help, but whose owners 
cannot afford the costs. 

The Trust has now launched 
an appeal to raise the £50,000 
needed for a dual laser system 
to treat glaucoma and retinal 
detachment in animals.

Speedway champ in court 
after growing cannabis 


FORMER speedway world 
champion Michael Lee es¬ 
caped a jail sentence after a 
court heard how police found 
cannabis plants worth £3,000 
growing at his home. 

Lee, 48, the 1980 world champion, 
told police he was growing the 
plants to use himself because he 
could not afford to pay dealers for 
the drug. 

Judge John Holt, passing sentence 
at Ipswich Crown Court, said he 
would not be sending Lee to jail 
“because of the circumstances”. 

Instead he made Lee, of Frecken- 
ham Road, Worlington, near Milden- 
hall, subject to 14 months’ super¬ 
vision by the probation service and 
ordered him to do 160 hours unpaid

community work. The judge also 
ordered that the drugs and 
equipment used to grow the plants 
in an indoor “farm” in his house 
should be destroyed. 

In addition he ordered Lee, who 
admitted producing cannabis, to pay 
£55 towards the cost of the pro¬ 
secution. 

Judge Holt said he hoped the 
probation service would help Lee, 
who has been part of the Mildenhall 
Fen Tigers speedway team, to end 
his drug dependency. 

Prosecutor Ian Pells said police 
with a search warrant had raided 
Lee’s home on February 15. 

In the house officers found lights, 


heaters, plastic trays and other 
equipment together with literature 
explaining how to cultivate can¬ 
nabis. 

Mr Pells said it was accepted by 
the prosecution that Lee had never 
intended to supply others with 
cannabis. 

Simon Spence, appearing for Lee, 
said the “unusual” circumstances of 
the case indicated, in line with a pre¬ 
sentence report prepared by the 
probation service, that a community 
penalty was the most appropriate. 

Judge Holt told Lee: “If it were the 
production of cannabis for supply to 
others then it would be an offence 
which would likely merit an 
immediate prison sentence, but it is 
accepted by the Crown that you were 
producing for your own use and you 
had no intention to supply.”

Man in debt 
hanged himself 

AN ICELANDIC man struggling 
with debts killed himself, an 
inquest has found. 

Hafthor Sveinjonsson, 45, was 
found hanging at his home in 
Bloomfield, Burwell, an inquest 
in Ely heard. 

William Morris, coroner for 
north and east Cambridgeshire, 
returned a verdict of suicide. 

The court heard that the father 
of two was in debt, and had said 
to friends and family on previous 
occasions that he was consider¬ 
ing suicide. 

His wife, Elsa Jensdottir, found 
him hanging in the garage of 
their home on June 22. 

Mr Morris said it had been 
asked of him by Mr Svein- 
jonsson’s family “whether there 
was assistance in his being 
hanged, whether there was 
anyone else involved”. 

After hearing evidence from 
Dr Susan Davis, a consultant 
pathologist at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, and Sgt Paul Rogerson, 
who attended the scene, Mr 
Morris said: “I am quite satisfied 
that there was no third party 
involvement in this matter.”

Retirement homes development 
still waiting for planning approval 


Sir, In response to your article regarding 
the Crampton House development 
(,Retirement homes get go-ahead, 
November 15) I would first like to point 
out that the scheme has not been given 
the “go ahead” - it is still subject to 
Forest Heath planning committee 
approval. 

I would like to put forward my point of 
view on the Newmarket town councillors 
comments made at the town council 
meeting. I would like to commend Coun 
Bill Burch on his comments as he agrees 
with myself and other residents that this 
scheme is overdevelopment and 
overpopulation of Park Lane as was also 
stated in the Planning Inspectorate’s 
report and I quote “The appeal site lies in 
a backland situation within a tightly 
developed area of mixed uses”, and was 
also rejected by Forest Heath for the very 
same reason. 

As for Councillor Chris Turner’s 
comments “It seems obvious that this is 
the best place to put a development like 
this. Its is next to Racing Welfare’s offices 
and Jack Jarvis Close another Racing 
Welfare scheme is on the other side.” This 
is NOT a planning issue and therefore an 
irrelevant reason, I could come up with a 
dozen or more non-planning issues as to 


why this scheme should not go ahead, 
but as planning regulations do not permit 
this I cannot and without offending others 
I will not, therefore how can he make a 
decision based on this? 

Councillor Mick Jefferys’ comment that 
he would find it difficult to object as it 
“seems” they have tried to address the 
overlooking issues from previous plans. 
Yes they have, but they have not 
addressed the overdevelopment issues 
as raised by Forest Heath, nor have they 
addressed the parking issues that the 
Planning Inspectorate raised in their 
report and I quote from the said report 
“The appeal scheme is intended to 
provide ‘lifetime homes’ with full disabled 
access. This means that not only the 
building, but also the site, need be 
accessible so parking space for the 
disabled would be required”. Four parking 
spaces is simply not enough, has Mr 
Jefferys and his colleagues read these 
reports? 

Also, if this development was in Mr 
Jefferys’ back garden would he find it 
difficult to object then? 

I would also like to know why a planning 
application for 23 Park Lane for six new 
apartments was rejected by the very 
same council for overdevelopment which 


is just 200 yards from the Crampton 
House site. I cannot understand why they 
can accept that scheme when they are 
planning seven flats, this makes no sense 
whatsoever and I find it totally 
unacceptable. Is it because the applicant 
for 23 Park Lane is not Racing Welfare? 
Also the extra bins required would take 
up so much space on the road that it 
would be an obstruction to the public 
highway, there is no way a dust cart could 
drive up the small passageway leading to 
the development. 

So, the bins would have to be placed on 
the road. There is already too many there 
now and Park Lane is covered in litter 
from overflowing litter. My bin, and 
others, are constantly being 
contaminated with rubbish from others 
using it when their own bins are full. 

The last reason given by The Planning 
Inspectorate was “Having given careful 
consideration to these and all other 
matters raised in the representations 
before me I have come to the conclusion, 
on balance that because of the likely 
impact on residential amenity this appeal 
must fail.”

“They say it’s not to close us 
up after 30 years, so why are they 
spending so much of the officers’ 
time and taxpayers’ money on 
experts and lawyers.

Abate¬ 
ment notice means stop the 
noise.” 

He said that supporters of 
racing activities at the stadium 
could complain to the local 
government ombudsman or 
demand an open public inquiry

Sainsbury’s 
set to unveil 
store plans 

DETAILED plans for a major new 
supermarket are set to be revealed 
before Christmas. 

Sainsbury’s is due to submit a formal 
application for planning permission for 
a new store in Mildenhall - nearly a year 
after proposals to build the store were 
welcomed by shoppers and councillors. 

It has also emerged that the super¬ 
market giant is interested in buying the 
town’s existing Budgens supermarket in 
St Andrew’s Street, close to the 
suggested site for the new store. 

It is unclear whether the move to buy 
the Budgens store represents a major 
change in previous plans which showed 
the new store being built largely on part 
of the town’s Recreation Way car park 
and the site of the Mildenhall Social 
Club. 

A spokeswoman for Sainsbury’s said: 
“We are completely and utterly com¬ 
mitted to the plans for a new store in 
Mildenhall. 

“We hope to submit an application for 
planning permission in the next couple 
of weeks.” 

She confirmed that the company was 
interested in the Budgens site but said 
she was unable to give any more details 
while negotiations were taking place. 

The Sainsbury’s store has been seen 
by councillors as a way of regenerating 
Mildenhall’s struggling town centre by 
attracting more shoppers. 

But some local businesses are fearful 
that the new store will just take away 
their trade.

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MPs join fight 
for police cash

POLICE chiefs and politi¬ 
cians have met to discuss 
the impact of population 
growth and of rising im¬ 
migration on the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s resources. 

Chief Constable Julie Spence 
met county MPs Jim Paice, 
Malcolm Moss and Shailesh Vara 
to update them on the force’s case 
to get an extra £2 million for 100 
more officers to cope with 
population growth and increased 
crime levels. 

Mrs Spence has said the county 
has been “short-changed” by the 
Government for a number of 
years and that grants had failed to 
take into account the population 
increase, partly driven by rising 
migrant numbers. 

She said the force has received 
£17.2 million less than it should 
have done since 2002. 

The meeting at the force’s 
Hinchingbrooke headquarters 
was called by Robert Sturdy, 
Conservative MEP for the East of 
England. 

Mr Sturdy said: “I was greatly 
concerned to learn about the 
impact faced by all our services 
and those concerns raised by

Cambridgeshire Constabulary in 
meeting increased policing 
demands as a result of increases 
in population. 

“Funding for police in 
Cambridgeshire has not kept pace 
with the true impact of population 
growth. 

“Increasingly the police face 
more complex criminal invest¬ 
igations and incidents where 
perpetrators, victims and 
witnesses are not from the UK and 
require significant additional 
support from translations to 
welfare and support. This needs to 
be recognised by Government.” 

He added: “This was my first 
meeting with Julie Spence and I 
was very impressed. She has a 
great handle on the situation and I 
am 100 per cent behind her. 

“She has stuck her head above 
the parapet and you should be 
very proud of your chief con¬ 
stable.” 

Mr Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South East MP, said that an 
increasing amount of crime was 
taking place within migrant 


communities. 

He said: “They may have 
enough English to get by but not 
enough English for a police 
interview. 

“Interpreters have to be 
brought in and this costs money. 
And the cases can take three 
times as long to deal with as for 
an English speaker.” 

After the meeting, a police 
spokeswoman said: “Mrs Spence 
fully briefed the MPs and MEPs 
on the population growth issues 
in Cambridgeshire. 

“They support the constab¬ 
ulary bid for additional officers 
and are looking forward to 
seeing a positive response from 
the Home Office.” 

Mrs Spence was due to hold a 
crunch summit with Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith 
yesterday to put her case in 
person, along with Coun Keith 
Walters, chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire Police 

Authority. 

Mr Paice said: “We are 100 per 
cent behind the police. We will 
do what we can to persuade the 
Government that Cambridge¬ 
shire needs more money.” 

Conservative leader David 


Cameron said Mrs Spence’s 
campaign is a “sensible” re¬ 
action to rising immigration 
levels in the county. 

And immigration Minister 
Liam Byrne praised her calls for 
more officers to cope with the 
migrant influx. 

“He said it was “brilliant” that 
she had spoken out and her 
comments backed his views that 
a “new balance” is needed in 
immigration policy. 

Mrs Spence met the Lithuan¬ 


ian Ambassador, Vygaudas 
Usackas, last month to discuss 
the difficulties facing the force, 
some of them posed by the rising 
stream of migrant workers from 
Eastern Europe. 

A recent survey showed that 
migrants make up more than 
one in 10 registered workers or 
benefits claimants in Cambridge. 

Since 2005, a total of 7,200 
migrants have registered to work 
in the city, including 1,720 from 
Poland.

“Christmas has to be 
every florist’s favourite 
time.

Jamie, who runs a

“Flower arranging 
should be enjoyable,” he 
says. “You only need a 
little guidance to get 
yourself started. Then, 
once you start learning 
what works for you and 
which flowers go 
together, your 

confidence will 

improve.” 

“For a simple, but 
effective Christmas 
decoration you could use 
stems of berries, dust 
them with fake snow or 
glitter and put candles 
round them. 

“One of my other 
favourites is the winter 
wreath, which is a fun 
piece to make as it 
allows for endless 
creativity.” 

Here Jamie shows us 
how to create a stunning 
Christmas wreath: 

FLOWERS 

1 bag of sphagnum moss 
3 bunches of Scotch pine 
3 bunches of sugar pine 
12 large headed white 
roses 

OTHER MATERIALS 

Reel wire 


■ WREATH ... a personal touch. 

35cm wire wreath frame 
12 pine cones 
9 mini white paper doves 
Strands of crystal or 
glass beads 
Spray glue 
Iridescent glitter 

1. Soak your moss in 
water and rinse out as 
you would a dishcloth. 
Attach the reel wire onto 
the wreath frame with a 
simple knot. Place small 
hand-sized clumps of 
moss on top of the 
wreath frame and bind 
with wire. 

2. Add more clumps of 
moss onto the frame, 
binding tightly all way 
round. Don’t cut wire at 
end. 

3. Cut all your pine into 
13cm lengths and 
assemble into little 
bunches. Bind a bunch 
of Scotch pine on top. 

4. Place a bunch of 
sugar pine over the 
bunch you have just 
bound. Sit it at a slightly 
different angle to cover 
the binding point of the 
last bunch. Continue 
until you have covered 
the frame. 

5. Use extra props such 


as cones, birds, crystals 
and roses and wire them 
if not already mounted. 
Spray each rose head 
with spray glue and 
gently dip into the 
glitter. 

6. Attach the roses and 
pine cones in clusters of 
three, attach the doves 
and crystals evenly. 
Finally, wire strands of 
crystals or glass beads 
to the bottom of frame.

The perfect tree is possible 


CHRISTMAS is the 
time of year when we 
want our home to look 
magical with a 
beautiful tree as the 
focal point, but all too 
often the seasonal 
gremlins spoil our 
plans. 

These come in many 
guises from wobbly, funny¬ 
shaped trees to flickering or 
dud lights and a not-so- 
dazzling array of baubles 
that family sentiment 
demands should all be hung. 

So instead of a glittering, 
sparkling sanctuary - like 
those enviable rooms in the 
glossy magazines - the 
whole effect can be nearer to 
a garish grotto. 

But if a stylishly- 
decorated home has always 
been on your wish list be 
reassured. You don’t need 
magic to make that dream 
come true. 

Geraldine James of 
Selfridges reveals her 
secrets to help you create a 
stellar display 

According to Geraldine 


James, buying manager for 
Christmas at Selfridges, a 
traditional style is the 
favourite for this season. 
Geraldine says: “Christmas 
decoration follows fashion, 
like everything else 
nowadays, and over the 
years we’ve seen all sorts of 
trends from ultra-trendy 
black trees, through to 
fluorescent pink ones. 

“There’s lots of red and 
gold, wooden ornaments and 
also tiny hanging replicas of 
woodland creatures like 
squirrels and birds,” says 
Geraldine. “Even tinsel and 
silver strands hanging from 
branches are both enjoying 
a revival.” 

Interior designer Cecilia 
Neal offers her designer tips 
for decorating the tree: 

■ TREE CHOICE: If it’s a 
real tree choose one slightly 
taller than you need, so that 
if the top is spindly you can 
cut it down. Its tip will be 
hidden by the star or angel. 
Test fairy lights and always 
put them on first before 
adding other decorations. 

■ DON’T OVERDO IT: She 


advises: “Don’t feel you have 
to put on every decoration 
that you possess. Choose a 
selection that suits the style 
you’re creating. “Using too 
many will conceal the shape 
and colour of the tree. 
Instead use different sizes of 
baubles in the same colour 
to give interest.” 

■ COLOUR IS KEY: Echo 
one of the two key colours in 
your scheme in ribbon, 
paper and felt. Wind 
coloured ribbon around the 
tree’s trunk, then cut 
lengths of ribbon of around 
9inches in length and tie 
into bows for the branches. 
Use the same colour crepe 
paper or felt and wrap 
around the tree’s base, and 
finish with a large coloured 
‘mat’ of felt on which you 
stand the tree, and display 
presents. 

■ BALANCING ACT: Use 
larger ornaments at the 
bottom of the tree, 
graduating to smaller ones 
at the top. Also, use heavier 
ornaments on the thicker 
branches and place them 
further back on the stems, 



■ KEEP IT SIMPLE... stick to a 
colour scheme and get rid of clutter.

■ BE YOND BA UBLES: 
Cecilia says: “After you’ve 
arranged ornaments add a 
few clip on decorations or 
small treasures into the dark 
spaces between branches. 
Finally, drape garlands or 
beaded chains over 
branches.”

A FATHER’S hi-fi 
equipment has been 
confiscated after 
noise complaints. 

Matthew Gross, a sin¬ 
gle father, blamed some 
of the problems on his 
teenage children. 

Council environmental 
health officers seized the 
equipment in a raid on 
Matthew Gross’s end-of- 
terrace home at Shrub- 
lands in King Street, 
Mildenhall. 

A “frail elderly” neigh¬ 
bour complained when 
noise continued through 
the night and into the 
early hours of the morn¬ 
ing, despite a noise abate¬ 
ment notice. 

Gross blamed some of 
the problems on his 
children, aged 13 and 14, 
but magistrates ordered 
that their music systems, 
which were seized in the 
raid, should be returned 
to them. 

The 37-year-old ad¬ 
mitted five offences of 
contravening the noise

abatement notice in 
June, July and Septem¬ 
ber. 

Magistrates at Milden¬ 
hall gave him a 12-month 
conditional discharge 
and ordered his hi-fi 
equipment to be forfeited. 
They also ordered him to 
pay £100 towards prose¬ 
cution costs. 

Magistrate John Betts 
told Gross: “You have 
caused us as much of a 
headache as you have 
caused the lady who had 
to listen to your music.” 

Paul Weller, prosecu¬ 
ting for Forest Heath 
District Council, said the 
abatement notice was 
served on April 5 when 
environmental health 
officers posted it through 
the letter box of Gross’s 
home. 

But problems contin¬ 
ued and the “frail eld¬ 
erly” neighbour, who had 
complained about the 


noise, continued to make 
a log of incidents. 

Mr Weller said entries 
in the log referred to 
“drum beats,” as well as 
guitar and organ music 
going through the night, 
on one occasion until 
8am and on other occa¬ 
sions until 2am and 3am. 

Mr Weller said that 
warning letters would 
have been sent to Gross 
before the council issued 
an abatement notice. 

He said 15 items of 
electrical equipment 
were seized from Gross’s 
home on October 5. 

Gross told the magi¬ 
strates: “The children 
leave their televisions on, 
but I didn’t know they 
were that loud. 

“I have been trying to 
turn things down to a 
level that’s reasonable for 
everyone. I think the 
children have realised 
they’re making a noise.” 


Hospital 
in plea 
to sick 
visitors 


HOSPITAL chiefs have 
appealed for visitors who 
suffered sickness or 
diarrhoea to stay away. 

Doctors at West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, 
where patients from 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Haverhill are treated, are 
trying to prevent patients 
from catching the so-called 


winter vomiting virus. 
They have warned people 
who have had diarrhoea or 
sickness to stay away from 
the hospital until at least 
two days have elapsed since 
their last attack. 

They advise sufferers to 
stay at home, drink plenty 
of fluids and take 
paracetemol.

DANE Jan Graversen has agreed 
terms with Mildenhall and could 
sign in front of supporters at the 
club’s Christmas party a week on 
Sunday. 

The 20-year-old, spent a couple of 
years with Swedish club Karlstad 
and will come into the team on an 
assessed eight-point average, 
impressed the Fen Tigers 
management in an individual 
meeting at West Row last month 
and the club immediately pursued 
his services. 

Team manager Laurence Rogers 
said: “We have agreed terms with 
Jan, subject to any significant 
changes to the points limit at the 
BSPA conference in two weeks. 

“He is very keen to come and we 
have a potential sponsor lined up 
who will help support his racing. 
“Jan came to me on the 
recommendation of former Newport 
and Newcastle rider Christian Lund, 
and I thank him for that. 

“He is very highly rated and 
Denmark’s Jan Staechmann has 
told me he is worth pursuing as he 
has a great attitude and good 
equipment. He will start on a high 
average, but I firmly believe that he 
has the capabilities to achieve 
that.” 

Meanwhile, Rogers has hit back at 
comments by Plymouth team 
manager Mike Bowden, who claims 
that Tigers target Nicki Glanz is not 
ready for Premier League racing. 
Rogers said: “I’ve always stated 
that should Nicki join us it would be 
in addition to carry on racing in the 
Conference League. 

“There is no pressure on him, he 
knows that we are interested in him 
and we are holding out the option 
for him to be involved with us in 
some way - either at reserve or our 
squad No 8 rider.
